Leniency Is Abused. 


PUnACTIONWIIEItEITIS NECESSARY 


Washington, June 6.—Provost Marshal General E. H. Crowder 
today notified all governors of states that he had interpreted the reg- 
istration phases of the conscription law to permit any who in good 
faith failed to register yesterday to do so today and announced that a 
liberal policy would be pursued to make the registration complete. 


Following is General Crowder's telegram to the governors: 
invited 
"Attention is invited to para- 
graph forty of the regulations 
which contemplated the registra- 
tion of persons who for any reason 
shall not have been registered on 
registration day. While scrutiny 
should be made of each case to de 
termine whether punitive action is 
required, it is desired for the next 
few days to pursue a liberal policy 
in this regard in order that the 
registration may be made com- 
plete at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. 
Non-residents 
may 
also 
continue to register under the pro- 
visions of 
paragraph 
64. If it 
later appears that the liberality of 
this policy is being abused; more 
stringent action will be taken. 
Cards received from absentees af- 
ter June 5 should be filed as pre- 
scribed in paragraph 40." 


Provost Marshal General Crow- 
der announced this morning that 
inasmuch as all registrars had 
been given until noon today to 
make up their reports no entirely 
complete returns of the registra- 
tion could be expected until lato 
today.

Briti.sh activities in the vicinity of Lens 
indicate that Gen. Hftig has determined 
to make that coal city and the mining 
district around it so uncomfortable for 
the Germans that they will be forced to 
retire from it.

Million in First Draft. 


The men selected, about a million aa 
now estimated, will be called to the 
colors and put into training early in 
the fall. 
Originally it was intended to 
call only 500,000 for the first draft 
army to support the national guard and 
regulars but a few days ago it was an- 
nounced that nearly a million men 
would be needed on the first selection. 
Polls closed at 9 o'clock last night 
except in a few iïities, where throngs 
of late comers compelled registrars to 
seek authority to continue their work 
after the legal closing hours. In some 
places the supply of registration cards 
was insufficient and enrollment work 
was suspended until additional cards 
could be printed. 


Returns Complete by Xl^ht. 


No returns had been received by the 
war department last midnight but they 
were expected to come in throughout 
the day and to be practically cbmplete 
probably by tonight. 
Registrars and 
other officials of each state election 
machinery faced the task of assorting 
and counting thousands of cards before 
making the final brief 
compilatii>n. 
Partial reports of states, counties or 
precincts' were forbidden. 
Unofficial 
reports of a few minor disturbances 
attending the registration received to- 
day, failed to diminish the surprise and 
gratification of government officials 
that the day passed with so little dis- 
play of opposition. 
Only four arrests 
were reported officially to the depart- 
ment of -justice last night, and it was 
pointed out today that even the sum of 
unofficial reports of trouble indicate 
that the day was more peaceful than 
most general elections. 


Ready and General Response. 


Attorney General Gregory said his 
information indicated "a ready and 
general response on the part of the 
young men of the country to the de- 
mands of the conscription act." 


The war department expects full re- 
turns to show that a large proportion 
of young men exercised their preroga- 
tive and declined to claim exemption, 
even though many had dependents or 
disabilities. 
Thus they expressed a 
spirit of willingness to abide by tha 
Judgment of local exemption boardst, 
and to do thair bit if the eouatr/ need« 
them. - . mwmmti

So 
many Americana in Canada applied to 
consuls yesterday that telegraphic re- 
quests for additional registration cards 
were sent to the state department.

NO TROUBIJ5 IN MID-WEST. 


Chicago, June 8.—^Registration un- 
der the conscription law in the middle 
west exceeded expectations of federal 
ofCiclala. Incomplete -returns today in- 
dicated. In Chicago, for instance, com- 
plete unofficial returns show that 809,- 
024 men registered, while the moat 
liberal forecast for the city was 300,- 
000. 
Rumors of anti-conscription ac- 
tivities which were to incite outbreaks 
or keep thousands from going to the 
polls proved without foundation. As 
in Illinois, no serious disorder was re- 
ported in Nebraska,''wi8cen8in, Min- 
nesota, North and South Dakota, Iowa, 
Missouri, Kansas. Oklahoma, 
Texas, 
Indiana and Michigan. 
The nearest 
approach to an outbreak was in the 
mining districts of the Michigan penin- 
sula. National guardsmen were called 
upon to patrol Negaunee when agi- 
tators, said to be Industrial Workers of 
the World, attempted 
anti-conscrip- 
tion arguments by means of a parade. 
The parade was broken up and the I. 
W. W. headquarters searched. 
Several 
rifles and sabers were seized. 


In Chicago the only semblance of 
disorder was due not to anti-conscrip- 
tion activities but to the eagerness of 
men to register. It was slow work en- 
rolling the large foreign-born popula- 
tion of the city, and in several pre- 
cincts, notably in the Fifth ward, the 
polls remained open after midnight

ON THE PACIFIC COAST. 


San Francisco, June 
6,—Registra- 
tion under the selective dratf act in 
the Pacific coast states, Idaho and 
Montana exceeded the estimates made 
by the provost marshal general's office, 
at Washington, the partial returns to- 
day indicated. 
The response for reg- 
istration was enthusiastically heeded 
in every city and hartllet in the far 
west. 
Approximately 51,000 respond- 
ed in this city. Except in Butte, Mont., 
where citizens last night attempted to 
mob an anti-registration 
procession 
which resulted in the troops 
being 
called to suppress rioting, the western 
states conducted 
their 
registrations 
without special incident. 
Fifteen were 
arrested at Butte as a result of a de- 
monstration. 
As an aftermath regis- 
tration at Custer, Mont., a bartender 
known as "Slim" DIckerman was shot 
and killed and three men were ar- 
rested. 


NEW JERSEY. 


Washington, June 6.—Complete re- 
turns from New Jersey, the first to 
come, show registration 
of 
302,966. 
The estimate by the census bureau was 
309,563. At noon no governor of any 
other state had made a complete re- 
port. 


Governors of Missouri 
and Ohio

IN THE MOUNTAIN STAES. 


Denver, Colo., June 6.—Governors 
of the Rocky mountain states todliy 
awaited returns from the counties on 
the number of men who registered un- 
der the selective draft act.

GREAT IMMEDIATE SERVICE. 


Ultra-pacifists, socialists, anarchists and the 
sparse sprinkling of kaiserists who conjoined 
their forces and their various diligences to ob- 
struct registration for the draft have little for 
their pains. 
The nation called to its young 
men to register and forthwith they registered. 
In the span of one day they put down their 
Uames—ten millions of them. The delinquents 
are so few that it will take days to find them. 
The result of the census-taking makes up alto- 
gether a good answer to those who kicked and 
thought to obstruct. Their ignoble propaganda 
has been shot to^tatters. It didn't count and 
it doesn't count. 


Of the ten millions who registered some 
claim exemption and. of these some should be 
exempted. 
Of the remainder some who have 
claimed and will seek no refuge from service 
in arms cannot be taken and still others for 
various good reasons ought not to be taken. 
Everything of this sort will be sifted out and 
determined in the work of the actual draft, 
which is yet to come. The government v/ants 
immediately 
but 
one million out 
of 
the 
ten millions who have enrolled themselves as 
eligible by age. 
More will be wanted later 
and when they are they will submit them- 
selves willingly. 


The striking phase of the work of enroll- 
ment is that it Completel}^ gloriously succeed- 
ed. 
There Avas no resistance Avorth noting 
anyAvhere in the country. 
The response was 
'•universal, cheerful, spontaneous. 
Every ef- 
fort against registration was a futility, every 
word hostile to it was an impotence, every 
hope staked upon thought that it might fail 
is blasted. 
The young manhood of America 
cot only responded to the call of the country 
and the mandate of its laAv, but made answer 
to cravens, poltroons and traitors at home, to 
enemies abroad and to all the world that this 
nation stands ready Avith its men. It detracts 
in nothing that this 
Avas the expectation of 
the great mass of American citizenship or 
that the young men of the land Avere knoAvn 
well enough to aAvait only the summons to the 
test to stand forth in proved loyalty. 
The 
fact itself is noAv made eminent. That stands 
for the ansAver to all questionings of doubt, to 
all misgivings of Aveak faith, to all strivingi- 
of poltroonry, recalcitrancy and treachery at 
home, and to all subtle plottings abroad. The 
young men of America have Avritten them- 
eelves doAA'n in the book. 
Each by his OAvn 
•ign manual has proclaimed, "Here am I; take 
me." 
It is that which counts much for the 
present. It is that AA'hich Avarns off the preach- 
ers of recreancy and cowardice and spurns 
the base tamperers. 


There will be less no^sy agitation against 
military se^rvice from this time forth. Young 
America has earned shelter from agitators by 
the unanimity and heroism of his response to 
the call of his government and he will have it. 
The uprising to be counted will silence many 
who had been noisy and Avho might else con- 
tinue to be noisy. Those not yet silenced will 
be less refractory. The law will have less to 
do when the days of conscription come along 
with those who, taking counsel from any re- 
sistance to the registration and courage from 
any degree of its failure, would have grown 
blatant and defiant. 


. The young men of the land accomplished 
June 5 much more than merely to give their 
government a true and complete record and

The' term "short ballot" is used to 
express the idea «et forth in a pre- 
vious article that we should elect only 
a few officers in the city, county or 
state and hold them responsible for the 
conduct of public affairs. 


At present we elect a great many 
ofScials and among them ar« many 
unimportant officials. 
The voter is 
compejled to decide upon the merits 
of scores of candidates about whom 
he knows veryMittle and for positions 
which are of minor consequence. 


In the state we elect the governor, 
lieutenant governor, 
auditor, secre- 
tary of state, treasurer, attorney gen- 
eral, state geologist, reporter of the 
supreme court, clerk of the supreme 
court, state statistician, five Judges of 
the supreme court, and six judges of 
the 
appellate 
court. 
Every 
voter 
votes for one or more senators and 
representatives in the state legisla- 
ture. 
In Marion county each voter 
votes for ten representatives and six 
senators. 
We vote for fifteen presi- 
dential electors who elect the presi- 
dent and viee president, and for two 
United States senators and from each 
district a representative in congreas. 


The same voter votes also for three 
county commissioners, county audi- 
tor, treasurer, clerk, surveyor, record- 
er, sheriff and members of the county 
council. 
He votes also for township 
trustee, assessor, justices of the peace, 
constables, township advisory board, 
besides voting for city officers and in 
some cases members of the 
school 
board. 
In single elections a large 
part of these officers are eleected and 
the voter has before him a ballot of 
such length that he finds difficulty In 
voting intelligently. 


The primary elections for the nomi- 
nation of 
candidates are still more 
confusing. 
There are several candi- 
dates usually for each office and the 
ballot is a dense jungle of names. 
A 
voter would need to spend a long time 
learning 
about 
the 
candidates 
in 
order to pick good men. 
In one pri- 
mary election in Indianapolis 
there 
were forty candidates in one party for 
the 
ten/ places 
on 
the 
legislative 
ticket. 
The voter had to go it blindly 
in selecting ten out of a field of forty 
unless he was devoting more time to 
politics than the average man has to 
devote. 


One result of the long, confusing 
ballot in the primary is that 
those 
who make a business of politics profit 
by 
the 
confusion. 
The 
politician 


knows whom he -wants. The political 
machines fix up slates of candidates 
and their 
men 
vote and work for 
those 
slate«. 
The 
average 
citizens 
scatter thoir votes asd the machina 
candidate« win. 


The long ballot in the election also 
works for the benefit of the machiné. 
The cry is raised "vote the straight 
ticket," and men go into the booth 
and mark in the party circle or poll 
the party lever of the voting machine 
and vote for all the candidates of the 
party, 
good 
or 
bad. 
Voting 
the 
straight ticket is encouraged by the 
plea that the ballot may be spoiled by 
wrong marking of 
the 
attempt 
is 
made to split the ticket. 
It is easy to 
make one cross in the party circle 
but is a long if not a difficult task, to 
make a mark before every candidate 
whom the voter wishes to support. 
For fear of 
losing their 
ballot 
by 
mistakes 
in marking, 
timid 
voters 
vote straight and 
thus further the 
plans of the machine. 


Compare the ballot for state and 
local officers with the ballot for fed- 
eral officers. 
The federal ballot is a 
short ballot. 
While we vote for fif- 
teen electors in Indiana, as a matter 
of fact, the electors are merely figure- 
heads who represent one candidate 
and we actually vote for 
president 
and vice president 
instead 
of 
the 
fifteen electors. 
In addition the vote/ 
in any election votes for one repre- 
sentative and 
not 
more 
than 
one 
senator: 
Thus 
the voter 
does 
not 
have a difficult task so far as the 
United States officials are concerned. 
Any voter can make up his mind with 
accuracy as to the merits of the can- 
didates and the principles for which 
they 
stand. 
The positions are Im- 
portant enough to command 
atten- 
tion. 
The officials to be elected are 
charged with very important responsi- 
bilities and the voter has a feeling of 
responsibility also when he casts his 
ballot. Everyone thinks seriously when 
he votes for president of the United 
States or members of congress. 


Not so with the state and local elec- 
tions when alongside of the candidate 
for governor appears the names of 
unknown men as candidates for petty 
offices. The voters know little about 
the duties of the office or the qualifica- 
tions of the candidates. 
Imagine, for 
Instance, the people choosing the best 
man for county surveyor when they 
do not know the duties of the office or 
the kind of qualifications needed to 
fill it. 
How can voters vote wisely for 


reporter or 
clerk 
of 
the supreme 
court when they haven't the slightest 
notion about the office or the candi- 
date. 


The result of Indiscriminate elec- 
tion of officers is to cheapen all olfic« 
into a personal scramble. 
The im- 
portant offices suffer because to the 
voter all offices begin to look alike. 
Instead of concentrating attention up- 
on the chief responsible officers of the 
state or county anà choosing with dis- 
crimination, the voter scatters his at- 
tention among a horde of office seek- 
ers, seeking offices which have not im- 
portance enough to justify the effort. 


The long 
ballot 
undoubtedly de- 
stroys responsibility in government by 
confusing the voter and allowing man- 
ipulation by self-seeking politicians. 
The unworthy candidate conceals him- 
self in the jungle of names and cries 
for a "straight ticket" and the worthy 
man who would be a candidate, seeing 
the confusion, shrinks from the con- 
flict. 


The long ballot in the primary puts 
the people at a disadvantage because 
they are not organized for unity of ac- 
tion. 
The long 
ballot 
keeps people 
away from the polls because many 
people would rather not vote than to 
vote blindly for unknown candidates. 


The short ballot principle applies 
alike to the county, township, city and 
state. 
Of these the county and state 
are bound to the long ballot by the 
constitution which requires many of 
their officers to be elected. 
The cities 
have reduced the number of elective 
officers to a fairly short ballot. 
The 
federal government is imitated in our 
cities in that we elect a mayor who 
appoints most of the city officers the 
same as we elect a president who ap- 
points the -subordinate officials. Short 
ballot advocates would apply the same 
idea to the other part of our govern- 
ment, the township, county and state.

Those neat arm bands have brought 
a certain sense of comradeship home 
to the class of male citizens who are 
most in need of such a wholesome atti- 
tude. 
It has seemed to stimulate a 
closer feeling between the young men. 


The "honor band" Avearers are at the 
proper age to harbor 
snobbishness. 
They make up the class of young men 
who are feeling the exaltation of the 
first show of financial success In the 
Hoosier land 
of 
prosperity. 
Their 
heads are most apt to be lifted above 
the speaking level of their plodding 
brothers. It Is the class where pride is 
full 
flourishing, 
with the strength of 
youth before the break of years brings 
the true knowledge of human frailty. 
It is the class which hurries and flur- 
ries hardest and with set faces along 
the busy streets, where the code of 
Cain is echoed In the traffic din. 


The newly acquired arm bands mean 
more to their wearers than the fact 
that the men are between the ages of 
21 and 31 years. 
The brown armlets 
mean that their owners are liable for 
service, out on the plains of glory and 
death. 
The bands are a part of what 
may be a full uniform In the army of 
democracy; a uniform mc.yhap stained 
with mud and blood. 


A realization of this fact has caused 
the heads of more young men to nod in 
greeting as they pass other young men 
wearing 
the 
red-edged .arm. bands, 
than any other force instituted In Fort 
Wayne In half a decade.

Ideals they should pass between the 
descendants of all those rugged races 
which sought the Land of Liberty and 
who now sign up to make freedom safe 
on every shore. 


"How'dy" is the comrady expression 
which should pass, at least betv.'een the 
men who bear the khaki bands. 
The 
salutation should be spoken In the 
warm spirit which anticipates the debt 
of brotherhood before there comes the 
mutual suffering and pain and blood 
loss and glory on the field of service.

Prices of pineapples have not gone 
up. 
And pineapple prices are about 
the only prices that have not gone up. 
So now is the time to can pineapples. 


The demand for pineapples has not 
been as keen as the demand for the 
more staple articles which people must 
have. 
It also is said dealers know if 
prices were advanced in proportion to 
other prices what market 
there 
is 
would almost disappear. 


But the pineapple is an edible of 
first quality, and with prices at the 
usual June level, prudent housewives 
will take advantage of the market and 
lay in a supply for canning. 


Next winter canned goods bought 
on the current market will not al- 
ways be economical, owing to rapidly 
rising prices of tin and glass cans, as 
well as of what goes into the cans. 


While cornmeal, a 
substitute 
for 
flour, has risen in price and is not to 
be had in some places, while rice, best 
substitute for potatoes, has doubled in 
price, while an ordinary pot roast for 
six costs more than $1, the pineapple is 
to be had at usual prices. 


It will surprise most housewives to 


find one substantial article selling at 
the price of a year ago. 


The wise woman will need only to 
know the facts to act. 


PINEAPPLE CHIPS. 


Make "chips" of inferior pine- 
apple which cannot be used in cans. 
Slice the pieces thin, cover with su- 
gar, and set in a slow oven, or any 
moderately hot place for ten days, 
that is until moisture has evaporat- 
ed from fruit. 
Turn the 
pieces 
daily. 
Finally, set the plates in a 
hot oven ten minutes, cool gradual- 
ly, and pack in layers like raisins, 
sprinkling 
powdered 
sugar 
over 
each layer. 


PINEAPPLE JAai. 


If part of a pineapple is too rip« 
to use trim it away carefully, and 
cut the remaining portion into small 
dice. 
Cover with water and cook 
until tender. 
Strain, saving the 
juice. Weigh the fruit and to each 
pound allow % pound of sugar. Mix 
the sugar with the juice in which 
pineapple was boiled and cook down 
to a thick syrup. Add the pineapple 
and boil five minutes. 
Turn into 
jelly glasses, and when cold cover 
with paraffin. 


It is possible to put up pineapple 
without sugar. 


Heat will destroy the germ life which 
makes canned fruit "spoil." 


Boiling the sliced pineapple thor- 
oughly and sealing it while hot in steri- 
lized jars will prove a successful meth- 
od if carried out by a conscientious 
cook. 


Most

Fermented 
or 
moldy fruit is the price paid for care- 
less canning. 


Stewed Pineapple. 


Slice and pare the pineapple and al- 
low % pound of sugar and 1 cupful 
water to each pound of fruit. Cook 25 
minutes, can and seal in the usual way. 
Always use a porcelain preserving ket- 
tle when cooking pineapple. 


Grated Pineapple. 


Remove the peel and grate the pine- 
apple, discarding the hard pith. 
To 
each cupful of pulp allow % cupful of 
sugar. 
Mix thoroughly, pack in pine 
cans, adjust the rubbers, put caps in 
place but do not screw them down, put 
: into a wash boiler having a false bot- 
• torn, or into a water bath, and steam 
j 2 hours. 
Screw on the tops and cool 
; gradually. Pour melted paraffin about 
the edges of the covers and rubbers. 


Pineapple Vinegar. 


Do not waste any usable thing this 
year. 
Make vinegar of pineapple par- 
i ings. 
There is no finer acid for table 
I use than that made from this fruit. Put 
I parings and scraps of fruit, if perfect, 
j into a crock, cover with water, allow 1 
cupful of sugar to 2 pounds of fruit. 
, Let the mixture ferment, skimming as 
required, then strain into jugs or bot- 
tles, adding 1 spoonful of "mother" of 
vinegar in each jug.

French Front, May 25.—(Corre- 
'ispondence of The Associated Press.)— 
'If the "morale" or troops may be based 
; on the initiative they display in face of 
•the enemy, then that of the French 
soldiers at all points of the front must 
be regarded as excellent. 
Three years 
of the severest kind of warfare has not 
jaded 
them. 
The 
recruits 
of 
the 
younger classes learn quickly to profit 
from the experience of their comrades 
•who have become veterans and past 
'inasters in the art of funishing sur- 
iprises to the enemy, and after incor- 
iporation into the fighting units in the 
trenche«!, where tney rapidly acquire 
ithe routine of continual watchfulness, 
'they lose no 
time in 
detnonstrating 
itheir desire to carry out some act of 
ilndividual daring. 


Living among them, as the writer 
has done throughout the great ooeni- 
Hcns of the Somme, in the Argonne, 
"ton the Aisne, in Champagne, in Alsace 
knd around Verdun, one acquires an 
Unbounded admiration for the unceas- 
ing activity and virility of the LVenoh 
soldiers of all branches of the sei-vice. 
Even 
during 
the 
intervals 
between 
great attacks 
and 
battles, when 
it 
would be expected they would be only 
too eager to seek repose and relaxation 
from 
the 
hardships 
and 
perils 
of 
l^ench life, there are 
alwaj'-s to 
be 
found daring men among them who 
»voluntarily go out towards the German 
lines in search of adventure always 
,Vlth the hope of bringing back some 
prisoners or 
disturbing the 
enemy's 
•plans. 


How Fi'ench Raids Help. 


I 
One outlet for their overflowing ac- 
ftivity is the organization 
of 
trench 
raids in which only a few men compose 
the attacking force. 
In these minor 
¡affairs, whose effect on the 
general 
Situation at the front is more import- 
knt than at first would appear, since 
thoy havry the enemy and keep him 
•constantly gue.ssing and worrying as 
to what may follow, the French sol- 
\ diers have, become expert, and they 
rarely return to the trenches without 
pome prisoners and some valuable in- 
formation as to conditions in the op- 
posing lines. 


The commander of the army is not 
consulted as to the carrying 
out 
of 
t'.;ese raids. 
Each colonel of a regi- 
ment has the final word as to whether 
jlxis men shall take the risk, and the 
¡colonels take good care not to discoar- 
^(Bge their men from displaying their 
¡Individuality. 


The problem of overcoming the net- 
work of barbed wire protecting the 
front lines of the enemy's 
position 
'Jjresented difficulties at the beginning 
• of the campaign, but artillery has now 
acquired the mastery of that obstacle 
{ 
i,nd as a consequence the enemy no 
onger finds himself in security 
be- 
•Jiind it. 
All the French colonel wants 
Jo know, when a raid is about to be 
undertaken, is the hour at which it is 
Intended to start. 
A few minutes suf- 
fices to make penetration by resolute 
Infantrymen possible. 
Sudden 
out- 
breaks of artillery fire are so frequent 
that the enemy often pays no more at- 
tention to them than to return some 
shells, while the troops manning his 
front trenches seek shelter in their 
dugouts until the shower of steel has 
stopped. 


Uncertainty Counts for Much. 


The enemy's uncertainty as to what 
Is to happen frequently leads to his 
undoing, for before he has made up 
!his mind that the French gun.s have 
decided to cease firing and that it is 
>eafe to come 
out from the shelters 
iagain, he finds French solders leaping 
i into the trenches and throwing gre- 
[nades into the mouths of the dugouts, 
while calling on their occupants 
to 
surrender. 
Refusal 
or 
hesitation 
m e a n s a further volley of grenades and 
almost certain seveie injury or death 
to those inside. 
Therefore they shout 
"Kamarade!" throw down their arms 
and come 
out 
to 
be 
chased before 
their captors back through the broken 
network of barbed wire to the French 
lines. 


In one division the regiments made 
a specialty of surprise trench raids and 
acquired almost unbelievable skill in 
carrying them out almost without loss 
to themselves. 
One regiment, in the 
course of the last month, had to its 
credit ten such raids, as a result of 
which, besides killing many enemies, 
'they 
captured 
fifty-three 
German 
prisoners, without the loss of a single 
Frenchman. 


The French and German lines ai-e 
so close that a raid rarely takes more 
than ten minutes—just the time 
to 
race across the open, make the haul 
of prisoners and race back with them 
y 
— 


again. 
Night or day makes no dif- 
ference—the main idea is to go over 
the top and get 
back to the French 
lines with the prisoners after causing 
as much damage as possible before 
the Germans have time to throw in 
reinforcements to their front trench.

Chimney on White Apart- 
ment is Struck at an 
Early Hour. 


OCCUPANTS NOT IN 


LEAST DISTURBED 


ONE OF THE PRETTIEST DECORATED 


REGISTRATION BOOTHS IN THE CITY 


SIGNJAPERS 


Must Take Out Permits Be- 
fore Saturday or Can- 
not Labor* 


MEN MAKE RUSH ON 
FEDERAL BUILDING 


George Krudop*s Residence 
on Madison Street is 
Also Hit. 


Fort Wayne an^ vicinity experienced 
one of the worst electrical storms of 
many seausons. Wednesday 
morning. 
Considerable damage by lightning was 
reported. 
Rain fell in torrents and the 
weather station reports that .62 of an 
inch of rain fell in fifteen minutes time. 


The White 
Apartments 
on 
West 
Berry street, now owned by Fred Lam- 
bert, was struck by lightning at five 
o'clock. 
The bolt hit the large chim- 
ney at the rear of the house causing 
an estimated damage of at least $700. 


Although twelve families reside in 
the apartment house not a single per- 
son in the entire building knew that 
the house had been struck until at 
eight o'clock when Lew Rhoutson, the 
janitor, discovered it. Miss Effie Lum- 
bard, who resides in one of the apart- 
ments at the extreme north end, was 
the only person near the damaged part 
of the building. 


She stated Wednesday morning that 
she heard several loud peals of thun- 
der and saw the fierce lightning but 
did not know that the building had 
been struck. 


The lightning struck the extreme top 
of the chimney it is thought and fol- 
lowed it on the east side to the roof. 
No trace of it could be found from this 
point. 
The entire outside layer of 
brick was stripped off and that por- 
tion of the chimney above the roof is 
completely wrecked although it re- 
mained standing. 
Insurance 
agents 
ordered the chimney taken down at 
once as it seemed to totter at each gust 
of wind. 


Krudop Residence Struck. 


Lightning also struck the chimney 
on the large brick residence of George 
Krudop, at 736 Madison street. 
Mr. 
Krudop stated that the entire family 
had arisen on account of the severity 
of the storm and had just assembled in 
the hallway when there was a 
fierce 
flash of lightning followed by an enor- 
mous peal of thunder. 


He stated that he thought that it 
had struck somewhere 
near in 
the 
neighborhood. 
When he went to the 
bathroom window, however, he saw a 
large pile of bricks lying on the porch 
roof. 


The coping of the chimney which 
had been cut out of a solid piece of 
rock and probably weighs a hundred 
pounds fell on the roof breaking a large 
number of slate, bounced down on the 
porch roof and then fell through the 
cellar door, breaking it into splinters. 


Several large shade trees in the city 
were hit by lightning and badly dam- 
aged. 


Telephones Are Out. 


The Home Telephone and Telegi-aph 
company stated that nearly four hun- 
dred telephones were put out of com- 
mission by the storm. 
Men were put 
to work early Wednesday morning to 
restore service. 
Only three telephones 
were put out of commission for the 
Bell company. 


The Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany stated that they were fortunate 
and not one of the wires in this dis- 
trict was incapacitated. 
The same is 
true with the Postal Telegraph com- 
pany.

Seventy-five German born citizens, 
technically considered "alien enemies," 
because they have not taken out their 
full naturalization papers, signed up 
papers which will allow them access to 
their places of employment, on Wed- 
nesday morning. These men were part 
of the rush on the federal building, 
where it was announced that papers 
would be made out. 


Attorney Harry Muller, who has been 
appointed as a deputy for taking charge 
of the alien registration here and who 
has taken up his station on the second 
floor of the federal building, 
found 
himself hopelessly burled before 10 
o'clock Wednesday morning. 
He was 
surrounded by men who carried sev- 
eral photographs in their hands. 


Miss 
Hulda 
Irmscher 
has 
been 
named as an assistant to aid in the 
clerical work of registering the for- 
eigners. 
Two more stenographers will 
be appointed to assist in carrying on 
the work. 


All registering must be completed by 
Saturday, the federal law states. 
An 
effort will be made to have all Ger- 
man citizens of Fort Wayne signed up 
before that time. 
In order to aid in 
the trying work the citizens are be- 
ing allowed to take the blanks home 
and have them filled out. The men are 
then to be sworn to the statement they 
have written on the papers. Each for- 
eigner must submit three pictures of 
himself at the time when he takes out 
the permit. 


Official Instructions. 
The following official instructions 
relative to alien enemies have been 
received by 
special 
deputy United 
States marshal, Attorney Harry Mul- 
ler: 


Citizens of Germany only are con- 
sidered alien enemies. 
Subjects of 
Austria, Turkey and other countries 
are not considered as alien enemies, 
since war has been declared only on 
Germany. 


Alien enemies shall not approach 
or be found within the prohibited 
zones. 
Prohibited 
zones 
are the 
areas within half a mile of any fort, 
camp, arsenal, air craft station, fac- 
tory or workshop for the manufac- 
ture of munitions of war, or of any 
products for the use of the army 
and navy. 


The prohibited zones in the city 
of Fort Wayne are the areas within 
half a mile of the premises of the 
following factories: 
General Elec- 
tric works, 
S. 
F. 
Bowser & Co., 
Wayne Oil Tank & Pump Co., Bass 
Foundry and 
Machine 
Co., Penn- 
sylvania company, (including round 
house and cast shops,) and others 
as announced later. 


In regard to citizenship, natural- 
ized foreigners and all children un- 
der twenty-one years of age become 
citizens with the naturalization of 
the father. Children of foreign par- 
entage, born on American soil, who 
have reached the age of twenty-one 
years without having declared their 
intention to accept allegiance to any 
other 
country 
than 
the 
United 
States, are 
regarded 
as American 
citizens, even though the parents are 
still the subjects of some foreign 
government. 


Permits can be secured by Ger- 
man subjects only, and are not re- 
quired by subjects of any other na- 
tions at this time. 
Permits ai-e re- 
quired only of boys and men over 
fourteen years of age.

Where a German subject wishes to 
engage in business, or merely reside 
In a forbidden area in Fort Wayne, 
he must be accompanied by a re- 
sponsible American citizen who must 
sign his application. 
Officers of a 
corporation below the position of su- 
perintendent are not permitted to 
sign application blanks as employ- 
ers. 


Permits will be issued for cities of 
Indiana only and are not good any- 
where else. 
No expense, other than 
the purchase of photographs, is con- 
nected with permits or applications. 
The application is to be forwarded to 
Washington and permit will be is- 
sued after the application is ap- 
proved. 


Sufficient 
publication 
and 
no- 
toriety have been given the permit 
question and no excuse will be ac- 
cepted from any German 
subject 
whatever, for being found in any for- 
bidden area without permit after 
June 9, 1917. Such an action on his 
part will be considered as a disregard 
of the president's proclamation and 
the laws of the United States, and 
summary arrest and detention will 
follow. 


Applications will be received at 
federal court room in the postoffice 
building from 8.30 a. m. to 5:00 p. 
m., and from 7:00 p. m. to 9:00 p. m., 
until June 9th.

Any boy can piit.^ himself in excellent 
physicial trim and banish illness from his 
life if he wants to do it. 


The first necessity for a boy who wants 
to make himself physically perfect 
is 
sleep. 


I make It a point to get nine hours' 
sleep everj' night. No young man can fol- 
low the bright lights and get by physic- 
ally. Plenty of sleep is absolutely neces- 
sary to keep the body in good shape. 
I 
have done this all my lifé, since I was a 
little chap. 


Next, I would advise a boy to keep away 
from cigarettes. 
I have never smoked In 
my -life. It is bad for the wind. No ath- 
lete can afford to smoke, and no young 
man who wants to keep In physical trip 
can indulge in tobacco. 
Alcohol is just 
as bad. 
I never drink anything stronger 
than a glass of beer, and that very occa- 
sionally. 


And food is most important. 
Plain 
cooked food, and not to excess, at regular 
hours, is my program. I eat a good break- 
fast and dinner, but a very light luncheon 
—only a little fruit. 


Then comes cleanliness. 
The body has 
got to be kept free from impurities and the 
pores of the skin allowed to do their nor- 
mal work of casting off body impurities if 
the young man is to keep physically fit. I 
take two baths a day regularly winter and 
summer. 
Before my morning bath I take 
a number of deep breathing exercises and 
then jump into a cold bath.

THIS STORY OF A FIGHTER 


To the fight fan of a dozen years ago 
there was no fi^^ter in the ring, not even 
old Bob Fltssimmons, who held a greater 
place ^n his heart than did Peter Maher, 
the fighting Irish caveman. 


Maher could fight and did 
fight.

sight of an opponent In the ring had the 
same effect on him as a red fiag does be- 
fore the "toro" in a Spanish byll ring. 


There was no fighter, no matter how 
great "his size, no matter how terrific his 
punch, who had Maher buffaloed. Maher 
fought them all. 
He took his beatings 
when they were coming to him and he 
beat up his men when he had a chance. 


More than that, he did it in a hurry. 
Maher could see no reason w^hy he should 
remain in the ring and work ten rounds 
when he could finish up the job neatly and 
effectively in one or two. 


SWEDEN TO DEVELOP 
TSIRMG SYSTEM 


S. A. A. U. Increases the 
Coaching Staff for Work 
in Country. 


New York, June 6.—A broad develop'- 
ment of the present Olympic training sys- 
tem now in vo^ue in Sweden is planned for 
the coming summer. During the past few 
years Coach Ernie Hjertberg has carried 
most of the work upon his own shoulders 
but as the popularity of track and field 
athletics increased it was seen that the 
task was rapidly outstripping the capac- 
ity of the original coaching staff. 


Until recently Hjertberg has had but 
two assistants and it was impossible for 
them to cover Sweden thoroughly and give 
the Swedes the benefit of steady coaching 
all summer. 
Hjertberg was compelled to 
travel from place to place with the result 
that many cities had to content themselves 
with one or two weeks' instruction during 
the whole season and several promising 
towns for lack of time, were neglected 
altogether. 
In an effort to remove this 
handicap the Swedish A. A. U. made plans 
to install ten coaches, with Hjertberg as 
instructor and supervisor of their work. 


These coaches, who were selected by the 
S. A. A. U., are all men who have had 
experience in athletics. However, practical 
experience in athletics was naturally not 
deemed sufficient in order to qualifj' as a 
coach and it was therefore decided that 
they should receive a special course of in- 
struction. This course covers all branches 
necessary for the making of a successful 
coach, and includes practical and theo- 
retical coaching, training, first aid to the 
injured and hygienie, benefits of light 
gymnastic exercises, massage, how to lay 
out athletic fields and tracks and the care 
of same, and the organizing of clubs. 


This teaching of men in the organizing 
of clubs and the general methods used for 
this purpose is done with the thought that 
these coaches, who are to serve as mem- 
bers of the district organization in which 
they belong, will be in a position to advise 
and help in the formation of new clubs in 
their respective districts. 
When 
these 
men have completed this course and are 
deemed competent to handle the worK in- 
tended for them they will be sent to the 
different districts and each coach will 
have charge of the athletes' instruction in 
his district, under the 
supervision of 
Hjertberg.

What is reported to be the first fatality 
to occur in the Australian prize ring under 
modern administration, took place during 
a recent bout at Sydney.

When an autopsy was performed it 
was- discovered that the dead boxer had 
an abnormally thin skull, being of almost 
eggshell thinness in certain places.

New York, June 5.—Freight from 
as far west as Duluth, Minn., can now 
be carried all the way to New York 
by water, with the completion of the 
New York state barge canal, rival of 
the Panama as one of the greatest en- 
gineering feats in the world. 


The canal, from Buffalo to Albany, 
is built over the route of the old Erie 
canal and links the lakes with the 
Hudson river. 
It is said 
to afford 
easier, cheaper and swifter transpor- 
tation than the railroad. 


It cost the people 
of 
New 
York 
8154,000,000 to build it, but authori- 
ties expect this will be repaid soon by 
the increased transportation of grain 
and ore to New York, at low rates, 
making New York city the greatest 
grain and ore export center in the 
country. 


Traffic from the lakes will be di- 
verted from the Canada route, through 
the Welland canal and the St. Law- 
rence to the new canal at about 10,-

The Short Ballot Principle Operates to 
Get Good Men and Obtain Good Service

fact itself is now made eminent. That stands 
for the answer to all questionings of doubt, to 
all misgivings of weak faith, to all striving:-. 
of poltroonry, recalcitrancy mid treachery at 
home, and to all subtle plottings abroad. The 
young men of America have written them- 
selves down in the book. Each by his own 
sign manual has proclaimed, "Here am I; take 
me." It is that which counts much for the 
present. It is that which warns off the preach- 
ers of recreancy and cowardice and spurns 
the base tamperers. 


There will be less noisy agitation against 


inilitary service from this time forth. Young 
America has earned shelter from agitators by 
the unanimity and heroism of his response to 
the call of his government and he will have it.

June 5 much more than merely to give their 
government a true and complete record anr 
counting of the male persons of military age 
in the United States.

voting men who put their names on the rolls. 
The people generally and in numerous ways 
exerted themselves greatly to add something 
to the success of the strictly formal part of 
the day and it was mndc an impressive pa- 
triotic affair.

The term "short ballot" is used to 


express the idea set forth In a pre- 
vious article that we should elect only 
a few officers in the city, county or 
state and hold them responsible for the 
conduct of public affairs. 


At present we elect a great many 


officials and among them, are many 
unimportant officials. 
The voter is 


compelled to decide upon the merits 
of scores of candidates about whom 
he knows very little and for positions 
which are of minor consequence. 


In the state we elect the governor, 


lieutenant governor, auditor, secre- 
ary of state, treasurer, attorney gen- 
;ral, state geologist, reporter of the 
supreme court, clerk of the supreme 
court, state statistician, five judges of 
the supreme court, and six judges of 
the appellate court. 
Every voter 


votes for one or more senators and 
representatives in the state legisla- 
ture. In Marion county each voter 
votes for ten representatives and six 
senators. We vote for fifteen presi- 
dential electors who elect the presi- 
dent and vice president, and for two 
United States senators and from each 
district a representative In congress. 


The same voter votes also for three 


county commissioners, county audl- ] 
tor. treasurer, clerk, surveyor, record- 
er, sheriff and members of the county 
council. 
He votes also for township 


trustee, assessor, justices of the peace, 
constables, township advisory board. 
besides voting for city officers and In 
sonie cases members of the school 
board. 
In single elections a large 


part of these officers are eleected and 
the voter has before him a ballot of 
such length that he finds difficulty in 
voting Intelligently. 


The primary elections for the nomi- 


nation of candidates are still more 
confusing. There are several candi- 
dates usually for each office and the 
ballot is a dense jungle of names. A 
voter would need to spend a long time 
learning about 
the 
candidates in 


order to pick good men. In one pri- 
mary election In Indianapolis there 
were forty candidates In one party for 
the 
ten places 
on the 
legislative 


ticket. Tho voter had to go it blindly 
In selecting ten out of a field of forty 
unless ho was devoting more time to 
politics than the average man has to 
devote. 


One result of tho long, confusing 


ballot in the primary is that those 
who make a business of politics profit 
by 
tho 
confusion. Tho 
politician 


knows whom he wants. The political 
machines fix up slates of candidates 
and their men vote and work for 
those slates. The average citizens 
scatter their votes and the machine 
candidates win. 


The long ballot in the election also 
orks for the benefit ot the machine. 


The cry is raised "vote the straight 
ticket." and men go Into the booth 
and mark in the party circle or pull 
the party lever of the voting machine 
and vote for all the candidates of the 
party, 
good 
or bad. Voting 
the 


straight ticket is encouraged by the 
plea-that the ballot may be spoiled by 
wrong marking of the attempt is 
made to split the ticket. It Is easy to 
make one cross in the party circle 
but is a long if not a difficult task to 
make a mark before every candidate 
whom the voter wishes to support. 
For fear of losing their ballot by 
mistakes in marking, timid voters 
vote straight and thus further the 
plans of the machine. 


Compare the ballot for state and 


local officers with the ballot for fed- 
eral officers. The federal ballot Is a 
short ballot. 
While we vote for fif- 


teen electors In Indiana, as a matter 
of fact, the electors are merely figure- 
heads who represent one candidate 
and we actually vote for 
president 


and vice president 
instead 
of 
the 


fifteen electors. In addition the voter 
in any election votes for one repre- 


reporter or clerk of the supreme 
court when they haven't the slightest 
notion about the office or the candi- 
date. 


The result of Indiscriminate elec- 


tion of officers is to cheapen all office 
Into a personal scramble. 
The Im- 


portant offices suffer because to the 
voter all offices begin to look alike. 
Instead of concentrating attention up- 
on the chief responsible officers of the 
state or county and choosing with dis- 
crimination, the voter scatters his at- 
tention among a horde of office seek- 
ers, seeking offices which have not im- 
portance enough to justify the effort. 


The long ballot undoubtedly de- 


stroys responsibility in government by 
confusing the voter and allowing man- 
ipulation by self-seeking politicians. 
The unworthy candidate conceals him- 
self, in the jungle of names and cries 
for a "straight ticket" and the worthy 
man who would be a candidate, seeing 
tho confusion, shrinks from the con- 
flict. 


The long ballot in the primary puts 


the people at a disadvantage because 
they are not organized for unity of ac-. 
tion. The long ballot keeps people 
away from the polls because many 
people would rather not vote than to 
vote blindly for unknown candidates. 


The short ballot principle applies 


alike to the county, township, city and 
state. Of these the county and state 
are bound to the long ballot by the 
constitution which requires many of 
their officers to be elected. The cities

United States officials are concerned.

Any voter can make up his mind with 
accuracy as to the merits of the can- 
didates and the principles for which 
they stand. The positions are Im- 
portant enough to command atten- 
tion. The officials to be elected are 
charged with very important responsi- 
bilities and the voter has a feeling of 
responsibility also when he casts his 
ballot. Everyone thinks seriously when 
he votes for president of the United 
States or members of congress. 


Not so with the state and local elec- 


tions when alongside of the candidate 
for governor appears the names of 
unknown men as candidates for petty 
offices. 
The voters know little about 


the duties of the office or the qualifica- 
tions of the candidates. Imagine, for 
Instance, the people choosing the best 
man for county surveyor when they 
do not know the duties of the office or 
tho kind of qualifications needed to 
fill it. How can voters vote wisely for 


cities in that we elect a mayor who 
appoints most of the city officers the 
same as we elect a president who ap- 
points the subordinate officials. Short 
ballot advocates would apply the same 
idea to the other part of our govern- 
ment, the township, county and state.

COMFORT IN CORDUROY.

Prices of pineapples have not gone 


up. 
And pineapple prices are about 


the only prices that have not gone up. 
So now is the time to can pineapples. 


The demand for pineapples has not 


been as keen as the demand for the 
more staple articles which people must 
have. It also is said dealers know if 
prices were advanced in proportion to 
other prices what market there is 
would almost disappear. 


But tho pineapple is an edible of 


first quality, and with prices at the 
usual June level, prudent housewives 
will take advantage of the market and 
lay in a supply for canning. 


Next winter canned goods bought 


on the current market will not al- 
ways be economical, owing to rapidly 
rising prices of tin and glass cans, as 
well as of what goes into the cans. 


While cornmeal, a substitute for 


flour, has risen in price and is not to 
be had in some places, while rice, best 
substitute for potatoes, has doubled In 
price, while an ordinary pot roast for 
six costs more than $1. the pineapple is 
to be had at usual prices. 


It will surprise most housewives to 


find one substantial article selling at 
the price of a year ago. 


The wise woman will need only to 


know the facts to act. 


PINEAPPLE CHIPS. 


Make "chips" of inferior pine- 


apple which cannot be used in cans. 
Slice the pieces thin, cover "with su- 
gar, and set in a slow oven, or any 
moderately hot place for ten days, 
that is until moisture has evaporat- 
ed from fruit. 
Turn the pieces 


duily. Finally, set the plates in a 
hot oven ten minutes, cool gradual- 
ly, and pack in layers like raisins, 
sprinkling powdered sugar 
over 


each layer. 


It is possible to put up pineapple 


without sugar. 


Heat will destroy the germ life which 


makes canned fruit "spoil." 


Boiling the sliced pineapple thor- 


oughly and sealing it while hot in steri- 
lized jars will prove a successful meth- 
od if carried out by a conscientious 
cook. 


Most women compromise 
on all 


sterilizing processes. 
Fermented or 


moldy fruit is the price paid for care- 
less canning. 


Stewed Pineapple. 


Slice and pare the pineapple and al- 


low % pound of sugar and 1 cupful 
water to each pound of fruit. Cook 25 
minutes, can and seal in the usual way. 
Always use a porcelain preserving ket- 
tle when cooking pineapple. 


Grated Pineapple. 


Remove the peel and grate the pine- 


apple, discarding the hard pith. To 
each cupful of pulp allow % cupful of 
sugar. Mix thoroughly, pack in pine 
| cans, adjust the rubbers, put caps in 
' place but do not screw them down, put 
. into a 'wash boiler having a false bot- 
'tom, or into a water bath, and steam 


I 2 hours. Screw on the tops and cool 
i gradually. Pour melted paraffin about 


I the edges of the covers and rubbers. 


Pineapple Vinegar. 


Do not waste any usable thing this 


] year. Make vinegar of pineapple par- 
ings. There is no finer acid for table 
, use than that made from this fruit Put 
| parings and scraps of fruit, if perfect. 
! into a crock, cover with water, allow 1 
cupful of sugar to 2 pounds of fruit- 
Let the mixture ferment, skimming as 
required, then strain into Jugs or bot- 
tles, adding 1 spoonful of "mother" of 
vinegar in each jug.

Fort Wayne and vicinity experienced 


one of the worst electrical storms of 
many seasons, Wednesday morning. 
Considerable damage by lightning was 
reported. Bain fell in torrents and the 
weather station reports that .62 of an 
Inch of rain fell in fifteen minutes time. 


The White Apartments on West 


Berry street, now owned by Fred Lam- 
bert, was struck by lightning at five 
o'clock. The bolt hit the large chim- 
ney at the rear of the house causing 
an estimated damage of at least $700. 


Although twelve families reside in 


the apartment house not a single per- 
son in the entire building knew that 
the house had been struck until at 
eight o'clock when Lew Rhoutson. the 
Janitor, discovered It- Miss Effie Lum- 
bard. who resides in one of the apart- 
ments at the extreme north end. was 
the only person near the damaged part 
of the building. 
She stated Wednesday morning that 


nhe heard several loud peals of thun- 
der and saw the nerco lightning but 
did not know that the building had 
been struck. 
The lightning struck the extreme top 


of the chimney it Is thought and fol- 
lowed It on the east side to the roof 
No trace of It could be found from thl; 
point. 
The entire outside layer of 


brick was stripped oft and that por 
tlbn of the chimney above the roof is 
completely wrecked although It re- 
mained standing. 
Insurance agents 


ordered the chimney taken down a 
once as it seemed to totter at each CUB 
of wind. 
Krndop Residence Struck. 


Lightning also struck the chimney 


on the large btrlck residence of Georg 
Krudop. at 730 Madison street. Mr. 
Krudop stated that the entire family 
had arisen on account of the severity 
of the storm and had Just assembled In 
the hallway when there was a fierce 
flash of lightning followed by an enor- 
mous peal of thunder. 


He stated that he thought that It 


had struck somewhere near In the 
neighborhood. When he went to tho 
bathroom window, however, he saw a 
large pile of bricks lying on the porch 
roof. 
The coping of the chimney which 


had been cut out of a solid piece of 
rock and probably weighs a hundred 
pounds fell on the roof breaking a large 
number of slate, bounced down on tho 
porch roof and then fell through the 
cellar door, breaking It into splinters. 


Several large shade trees in tho city 


were hit by lightning and badly dam- 
aged.

Children of foreign par- 
entage, born on American soil, who 
have reached the age of twenty-one 
years without having declared their 
intention to accept allegiance to any 
other country 
than the United 


States, are regarded as American 
citizens, even though the parents are 
still the subjects of some foreign 
government. 
Permits can be secured by Ger- 


man subjects only, and are not re- 
quired by subjects of any other na- 
tions at this time. Permits are re- 
quired only of boys and men ovei 
fourteen years of age.

No ath- 
ete can afford to smoke, and no young 
man who wants to keep In physical trip 
can indulge in tobacco- Alcohol is just 
as bad. I never drink anything stronger 
:han a glass of beer, and that very occa- 
sionally. 


And food is most important. 
Plain 


cooked food, and not to excess, at regular 
lours, is my program. I eat a good break- 
fast and dinner, but a very light luncheon 


only a little fruit. 
Then comes cleanliness. The body has 


got to be kept free from Impurities and the 
pores of the skin alldwed to do their nor- 
mal work of casting oft body Impurities if 
the young man is to keep physically fit. I 
take two baths a day regularly winter and 
summer. Before my morning bath I take 
a number of deep breathing exercises and 
then jump into a cold bath. This is a fine 
tonic for the system, if the system is 
strong enough to stand it. But the body 
ought to be in good shape before it is tried 
as a regular practice. I take a warm bath 
before bed every night. It not only keeps 
the pores open and the body clean, but 
helps to get the nerves In shape for a good 
night's sleep. 


The boy who wants to get Into physical 


trim ought to start with walking, keep on 
walking, and never give it up. I am a 
great walker—It Is the finest exercise I 
know.

How about sports? Anything and every- 


thing In the line of athletic sports Is good- 
I have played football. Baseball and have 
been a swimmer all my life. Swimming, 
too. 
Is one of the very best things for a. 


boy. 
Every boy ought to learn how to 


nwlm when he Is a youngster and keep It 
up. 


I do these things as a matter of course. 


They are not a burdensome routine with 
me. but just part of my dally life. I en- 
Joy my bathing, walking, swimming. So 
will any young men who gets the habit. It 
would bo a fine thing for tho nation if 
every boy had been encouraged to get the 
proper physical exercise all during his llfo. 
1 am afraid that the physical examinations 


for the new army are going to show too 
many of our young men below par physic- 
ally. Of course, in many cases this is not 
their own fault. 
Boys who have been 


yanked off to work before they were out 
of school have had little opportunity to 
become athletes. But everybody has some 
chance to Improve himself in this respect, 
and he ought not to neglect it. 


"Why did I enlist? I wanted to answer 


the call at the flrst opportunity—I didn't 
want to wait to be dratted. It Is the duty 
of the young men of the country who are 
physically able to go to the front at the 
first call. I hoped by enlisting now to en- 
courage other athletes to get Into the 
country's service at once.

barkation for France as part of the first 
40,000 American troops under Gen. Per sh- 
ins. 


Army physicians who examined Duncan 


declare him to be a perfect physical speci- 
men. He Is 6 feet 10 Inches tall, weighs 
ISO pounds, and has a. chest expansion of 
four and one-quarter inches. 


"The army requirements only call for a 


chest expansion of three Inches," said the 
examining physician at headquarters of 
the engineers' regiment, 190 Sixth avenue, 
telling me about 
Duncan's acceptance. 


"He is one of the finest physical speci- 
mens I have ever examined. He is evi- 
dently In perfect condition, and has no 
defects of any kind. He Is an example of 
what any young man can make of himself 
by physical training and leading a clean 
life." 


Duncan Is » New Tork boy, having lived 


most of his life near Coney Island. He Is 
29 this year, and has been Interested in 
athletics all his life. He Is a perfect gwlm-

Duncan

throwing after meeting Martin Sheridan 
in 1909. At that time Sheridan was world'* 
champion dlscu* thrower. Tount Duncan 
saw young Sheridan throw the discus at 
the Pastime athletic grounds- He went 
back to Coney Island and tried out the 
discus on his own account. 
After two 


weeks of practice he was able to throw 
the discus 115 feet.

gummer. Hjertberg was compelled to 


travel from place to place with the result 
that many cities had to content themselves 
•with one or two weeks' instruction during 
the whole season and several promising 
town* for ^.ck .of time, were neglected 
altogether. In an effort to remove this 
handicap the Swedish A. A. U. made plans 
to Install ten coaches, with Hjertberg as 
Instructor and supervisor of their work. 


These coaches, who were selected by the 


8- A. A- U-. are all men who have had | 
experience In athletics. However, practical 
experience in athletics was naturally not 
deemed sufficient in order to qualify as a 
conch and It was therefore decided that 
they should receive a special course of in- 
struction. This cour»e cox'ers nil branches 
nec**»ary for the making of a successful 
couch, and Includes practical and theo- 
retical coaching, training, first aid to the 
Injured and hyglenle, benefits of light 
gymnastic exercises, massage, how to lay 
out athletic fields and tracks and the care 
of name, and the organising of club*. 


This teaching of men In the organizing 


of clubs and the general methods used for 
this purpose 1* done with the thought that 
these coaches, who are to «erv« a* mem- 
ber* of the district organization In which 
they belong, will be In a position to advise 
and help In the formation of new clubs In 
their respective district*.

gineering feats in the world. 


The canal, from Buffalo to Albany, 


is built over the route of the old Krio 
canal and links the lakes with the 
Hudson rivor.

tation than the. railroad. 


It cost the people of New York 


$15-1,000,000 to build It, but authori- 
ties expect this will lie. repaid soon by 
tho incrca.seil transportation of grain 
and ore to Now York, at low rates, 
making New York city tho greatest 
grain and oro export center In the 
country. 


Traffic from the lakes will be di- 


verted from the Canada route, through 
the Wetland canal and the St. Law- 
rence to tho new ca.nal at about 10,- 
000,000 tons a. season. 


Largo cana.l boats, driven by elec- 


tricity, will he adapted to sail the 
lakes and the Hudson river, so the

would bo direct. It is estimated the 
sail of 500 miles from Buffalo to New

The most remarkable piece of en- 


gineering on the canal is a scries of 
locks near Watorforfl. Here boats are 
lifted 1G9 feet by live locks, a distance 
only ono foot less than twice the total 
lift of the Panama canal locks. 


The whole canal is worked by elec- 


tricity. It has been estimated tho time 
saved in lockage by electricity, the in- 
creased speed of the boats and their 
larger size will increase tho rapacity 
of tho canal twenty-five times. 


Tho Erie canal was begun in 1825, 


under Governor Dft Witt Clinton, and 
called 
in 
derision 
"Clinton's Bis 


Ditch." Towns sprang up along its 
route, settlers moved west and pros- 
pered through increased 
transporta- 


tion facilities brought by the canal. It 
mado Nfiw York tho commercial cen- 
ter of tho country. 


Construction of the railroad was a 


blow to canal tnaffic, but the ca.nn.! still 
brought In a fair-sized revenue to the 
state and profit to the shippers. 


Although the new canal is expected 


to draw to it freight from the Canada 
route and tho railroads, authorities say 
transportation by rail will be. main- 
tained without loss to the roads.
